5 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, THAT from and after the commencement 5 
of this Act, the several Acts hereinafter mentioned shall be, and the ’

(that is to say) an Act passed in the fourth year of the reign of t 
10 his Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act for the J 
Amendment of the Laws respecting Charitable Loan Societies in 1 
Ireland;” an Act passed in the tenth year of the same reign, « 
intituled, “An Act to amend an Act of the fourth Year of his present ]

by the Secretary of the Loan Fund Board, certifying that such Rules 
have been approved by the Loan Fund Board, or the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors and Council, as the case may 
he, and duly certified by the said Barrister, Assistant Barrister or 
Chairman, as the case may be, shall be conclusive evidence of such 15 
Rules, and of the same having been duly approved and certified, and 
that such Society has been duly established, and is entitled to all the 
benefits of this Act, and of all other Acts which shall be then in force 
relating to Loan Societies in Ireland. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for every Loan 20 
Society whose Rules shall have been so certified by the Secretary of 
the said Loan Fund Board, or for any Committee appointed and 
authorized by such Society in that behalf, to elect and appoint such 
persons into the offices of Trustee, Manager, Treasurer, Secretary, 
Clerk, Messenger or other officer or servant, as they shall think proper gs 
and necessary to carry into execution the purposes of such Society, ^ 
and from time to time to remove such persons, or any of them, from 
their respective offices or employments, and to elect and appoint others 
in the room of those who shall be so removed or who shall by death 
or otherwise vacate such offices or employments, provided that it shall oo 
not he lawful to appoint any Clerk of petty sessions to any such office 
or employment; and it shall and may be lawful for such Society or 
Committee, subject to the restrictions in this Act mentioned, to 
appoint the amount of salaries or remuneration to be paid to such 
officers or servants as shall not, under the provisions herein con- 35 
tamed, be prohibited from receiving the same. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for any such 
Society as aforesaid to pay to any clerk, officer or servant of such 
Society any salary or other allowance, unless the amount or maxi- 
mum thereof shall have been ascertained by the Rules of such 40 
Society ; and it shall and may be lawful for the Loan Fond Board 
constituted under this Act, from time to time, as often as they shall 
judge it expedient so to do, to reduce prospectively the amount of 

any 
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any such salary or allowance, and likewise to reduce all and every or 
any other expense to be incurred by any such Society in the manage- 
ment thereof for house-rent, stationery, or otherwise ; and after such 
reduction shall have been notified to such Society, it shall not be 
5 lawful for them to exceed in their payments the amount of the sums 
so reduced ; and in case the Treasurer or any other ofiicer or officers 
of any Loan Society shall pay or disburse any sum or sums of money 
contrary to the provisions of this Act, every person so offending shall, 
for every such offence, forfeit and pay a sura of money equal in 
10 amount to the sum or sums so illegally paid or disbursed by him as 
aforesaid, and in addition thereto, a sum not exceeding Five Pounds, 
to be recovered as hereinafter mentioned ; and in case any such 
illegal payment as aforesaid shall have been made to any Clerk or 
other officer or servant of such Loan Society, it shall and may be 
15 lawful for tlie said Loan Fund Board, in the name of their Secretary, 
to sue for and recover the amount of the sum or sums which shall 
have been so illegally paid from the clerk or other officer or servant 
of such Society, to whom the same shall have been paid, as money 
had and received for the use of the said Board, together with costs 
20 of suit. 

And be it Enacted, That all monies, goods, chattels, effects and 
property whatsoever, belonging to such Society, shall be vested in 
the Trustee or Trustees of such Society for the time being, for the 
use and benefit of such Society, and the respective members thereof, 
according to their respective claims and interest, and after the death, 
resignation or removal of any Trustee or Trustees, shall vest in the 
surviving or succeeding Trustee or Trustees for the same estate 
and interest as the former Trustee or Trustees had therein, and 
subject to the same trusts, without any assignment or conveyance 
20 w’hatever, and also shall, for all purposes of action or suit, as well 
criminal as civil, in law or equity, in anywise touching or concerning 
the same, be deemed and taken to be and shall in every such pro- 
ceeding (where necessary) be stated to be the property of the person 
or persons appointed to the office of Trustee or Trustees of such 
35 Society for the time being, in his or their proper name or names, 
without further description ; and such person or persons shall, and 
they are hereby respectively authorized to bring or defend, or cause 
to be brought or defended, any action, suit or prosecution, criminal

Society shall be removed by death or otherwise from their Trust, and 10 
no new Trustee or 'I’rustees shall be appointed in their place, then 
and in every such case, and so often as the same shall happen, all 
and every the monies, goods, chattels, effects and property whatsoever 
shall vest in the Secretary of the said Loan Fund Board for the time 
being, in trust, to apply the same under the direction of the said 15 
Board, to discharge all outstanding debts and demands due by the 
said Society, and to dispose of the residue of such property to and 
for such purposes in furtherance of the objects of this Act, and in 
such manner as the said Loan Fund Board shall direct.
